The address, 
after expressing the fears af first en- | 
tertained, thatthe Convention would 
be partizan, and its results oppres- 
sion, savs “The Convention has 
assembled, competed its work, and 
submitted the result of its Inbors. * | 
** Tn plain language we fee! bound | 
to admit that we have been agree- 
ably disappointed. In our opinion, 
it is not only not partisan, but is one 
of the most fair and honest orzanie 
laws for the people of Alabama that 
could have been formed. * * The 
mere fact that a majority of the 
Convention were democrats is no 
reason for voting against it, Kc.” 
Those who wiil trouble themselves 
to read the clear and able exposition | 
of the work of the Convention as set ! 
forth in the address of the delegates, 
from Chatham, Messrs. Manning and 
Stroud, and published in yester- 
day morning’s News, will see how 
exactly parallel the cases of ibe two 
Conventions are. They will see for 
themselves the valuable work done 
by the Convention, aud bow fair and 
impartial it is, and they will draw a 
contrast between the action of the 
Alabama Republicans and those of 
North Carolina, who, by their silly 
protest, endeavor to inflame ile 
hostility of the people of the State 
against amendments so full of wis- 
dom and usefulness. 


CONGRES.-. 

Only three weeks now to the 

meeting of Congress, and the eyes 
of the whole country are fixed upon 
a body, where for the first time since 
1861 the Democrats have a controll- 
ing voice in one of its branches. 
Checked as they will be by a Re- 
publican Senate, and confronted by 
Executive hostility, the House is in- 
competent to carry through by it- 
self those measures of relief and 
reform so indispensable for the 
peace and prosperity of the country. 
Nevertheless they have the power 
to educate the country up to their 
ideas, and to prepare the way to the 
triumph of the Democratic Pre-i- 
dential candidate. They have the 
power of investigation, and they 
will use it unsparingly, to show how 
utterly the administration has for- 
feited the respect and confidence cf 
the people, and how much the poli- 
cy of the Republican party, reflect- 
ing the wishes and principles of the 
administration, have brought so 
much of disgrace and disaster to 
the country.’ 

The beginning of the session will 
be signalized Ly; an intensity of in- 
terest in the election of Speaker 
scarcely before felt, because it will 
be a test of sectional strength, a 
trial of forces between the East and 
the West, a contrast of the princi- 
ples upon which the Presidential 
race is to be run.

He 
is now serving his seventh term in 
Congress, and has been distinguish- 


turbable good temper, of thorough 
parliamentary knowledge, and on 
National questions, of broad and 
liberal views. He is the author of 
the Pennsvivania inflation plank, 
which the National Republiean 
characterizes as a master piece of 
financial ingenuity. On the tariff 
question, he takes the old fashioned 
Pennsylvania view of protection 
and high duties and imports, and 
this brings him in conflict with the 
West and South. 

Those sections will most probably 
lean towards Mr. Kerr, of Indiana. 
Like Mr. Randall, he has bad along 
Congressional experience, and is 
quite the equal of that gentleman 
as a parliamentarian. He will most 
probably have the support of the 
West and the South, who are drawn 
together by the attraction of inter- 
ests in common. 

Other candidates will have their 
supporters, and will possess no can 
strength. Fernando Wood, the 
oldest and probably the most expe- 
rienced of them all, though that ex- 
nerience was not altogether gained 
in Congress. “Sunset” Cox is an- 
other name, ripe in experience, 
brilliant in talent, and exceedingly 
popular in manners. 

Among these four will the ‘suf- 
frages be divided. A Southern can- 
didate is not to be thought of, the 
Southern members modestly, but 
steadily working their way to publie 
confidence, and biding the time 
when Southern talent will again be 
recognized as the leading power of 
the National Congress.

It 
was the heroic attitude of Jackson 
and bis men that gave these words, 
simple in themselves, so much sig- 
nificance; a significance without 
meaning if they had been used as 
words of reproach to Jackson, which 
they are in the version of the cor- 
respoudence, If in the latter sense, 
the army and the world would have 
not taken them up so enthusiastic- 
ally, and affixed the immortal so-

TUE DEMOCRATIC PARTY FOR

We have not been so deeply im- 
pressed by the apparent successes 
in the late electlons as to abandon 
the hope, and in some degree the 
belief that the Democrats will sne- 
ceed with proper judgment in the 
selection of their candidate, and pro- 
per exertion in his behalf, in 
overthrowing the Republican party.
